ABSTRACT 



A veneer laminated material formed by improving a laminated material formed in a plate 
or column shape by stacking a plurality of sheet-like veneers overlappingly with each other and 
adhering them to each other, and a method of manufacturing the veneer laminted material. The 
method comprises the steps of forming the veneers into parquet-like veneers formed by 
longitudinally arranging the plurality of divided small vener pieces in a parquetry pattern 
continuously with each other, intersecting the fiber directions of the parquet-like venners aslant 
with the longitundinal side ends of the parquet-like veneers, and laminating and forming the 
veneer laminated material by arranging the fiber directions of the parquet-like veneers asjacent 
to each other in a laminated layer cross section so as to be reversed to each other and intersected 
with eash other. The fiber directions of the small veneer pieces may be intersected with the cut 
sides of the small veneer pieces or the fiber directions may be set in the generally same 
directions as the direction of the cut sides of the small veneer pieces.
